O Nearly 100 plows and sanders sent out 
to get major roads ready for commute

We knew it was coming, Edmon¬ 
ton. 

Following weeks of unusually 
warm conditions, winter has made 
itself known. With temperatures 
and wind chill well into the minus- 
20s Sunday, plus a fresh snowfall, 
residents had to make a quick 
adjustment to the frigid condi¬ 
tions. 

“Welcome to winter in Edmon¬ 
ton,” said Bob Dunford, the city’s 
director of roadway maintenance. 

Dunford said more than 70 
trucks worked through the week¬ 
end to bring roads up to good win¬ 
ter-driving condition. Arterial 
roads, bus routes, bridge decks and 
hills are getting top priority from 
sanding crews, and more trucks 
will hit the streets as flurries fall

National DNA databank sought

The mother of a man miss¬ 
ing from Edmonton since 
2008 is hopeful families 
like hers may soon know 
their loved ones’ fates. 

Melanie Alix has been 
rallying her MP in Moose 
Jaw, Ray Boughen, for a na¬ 
tional DNA databank to 
store and compare the 
DNA of missing persons. 


After hearing Friday 
from her MP’s office, Alix 
is hopeful new legislation 
could lead to answers 
about her son Dylan 
Koshman, who’s been 
missing since Oct. 11, 
2008. He was 21 at the 
time. 

Every time remains are 
found, she wonders if they 
belong to her son. 

“Until we have some 
kind of closure, we can’t 
even grieve,” said Alix. 


“(The databank) would 
mean there could be fami¬ 
lies across Canada that find 
their loved ones.” 

A spokesperson for 
Boughen confirmed the pe¬ 
tition had been sent for 
certification, a step needed 
before the bill can go to 
Parliament.

Edmonton public schools 
underused, report shows 

O Public board to discuss rates of school enrolment and utilization 
O Report shows EPSB has lowest rates of use of major Alberta boards

According to a report that 
will go before its trustees 
on Tuesday, the Edmonton 
Public School Board’s 
schools are some of the 
most underused in the 
province. 

Showing a utilization 
rate of 66 per cent, the use 
of EPSB’s spaces fall be¬ 
hind the Calgary Board of 
Education and Calgary Ro¬ 
man District’s 76 per cent, 
and the Edmonton 
Catholic District’s 75 per 
cent usage rate. 

“This data is not sur¬ 
prising to me. I was aware 
that our utilization rate 
was less than other 
boards,” said Dave Col¬ 
burn, EPSB chair. 

He credits the lower 
rate of students to spaces 
in part to the board’s two- 
year moratorium on 
school closures, declared 
back in 2010. 

“What this board has 
decided is to resist the 
urge to simply close 
schools,” said Colburn, 
adding a committee has 
been working on possible 
school-saving solutions. 

A report is expected in 
the coming months, he 
said. 

Last week. Education 
Minister Thomas 

Lukaszuk included work¬ 
ing with boards to find 
flexible uses for schools in

his 10-point plan. 

Colburn called it “very 
positive,” but notes “detail 
that needs to be fleshed 
out” in the plan. 

“1 would say the Ed¬ 
monton Public School 
Board is strongly support¬ 
ive of wraparound servic¬ 
es,” said Colburn. “I don’t 
think we’ve quite hit a 
home run with what that 
is yet.”

► Using the difference be¬ 
tween net capacity and 
adjusted enrolment based 
on 2010-11 data, the EPSB 
had the lowest rate of 
school utilization at 
39,027 student spaces. 

► The Calgary Board of Edu¬

10,033 student spots, 
while the Calgary Catholic 
Board had 14,828 unused 
student spaces but 
expects a decline this 
year.

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Italy cruise ship death toll rises to 
5 after divers find two more bodies 


O At least 15 people unaccounted 
for after luxury liner runs aground 
O Captain arrested after accident 


Maritime authorities, pas¬ 
sengers and mounting evi¬ 
dence pointed Sunday 
toward the captain of a 
cruise liner that ran 
aground and capsized off 
the Tuscan coast, amid ac¬ 
cusations that he aban¬ 
doned ship before 
everyone was safely evac¬ 
uated and was showing 
off when he steered the 
vessel far too close to 
shore. 

Divers searching the 
murky depths of the par¬ 
tially submerged Costa 
Concordia found the bod¬ 
ies of two elderly men still 
in their life jackets, bring¬ 
ing the confirmed death 
toll to five. At least 15 peo¬ 
ple were still missing. 

The recovered bodies 
were discovered at an 
emergency gathering 
point near the restaurant 
where many of the 4,200 
on board were dining 
when the luxury liner 
struck rocks or a reef off 
the tiny island of Giglio.

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Russian spacecraft 
crashes into Pacific 

O Space probe designed to travel to Mars’ twin moons 
O It got stranded in Earth’s orbit after Nov. 9 launch 
O Efforts by Russians to bring it back to life failed 


A Russian space probe de¬ 
signed to boost the nation’s 
pride on a bold mission to a 
moon of Mars came down 
in flames Sunday, shower¬ 
ing fragments into the 
South Pacific west of 
Chile’s coast, officials said. 

Pieces from the Phobos- 
Ground, which had be¬ 
come stuck in Earth’s orbit, 
landed in water 1,250 kilo¬ 
metres west of Wellington 
Island in Chile’s south, the 
Russian militaiy Air and 
Space Defence Forces said 
in a statement. 

The military space¬ 
tracking facilities were 
monitoring the probe’s 
crash, said spokesman Col. 
Alexei Zolotukhin.

RIA Novosti news 
agency, however, cited 
Russian ballistic experts 
who said the fragments 
fell over a broader patch of 
Earth’s surface, spreading 
from the Atlantic and in¬ 
cluding Brazil. 

The $ 170-million craft is 
one of the heaviest and 
most toxic pieces of space 
junk ever to crash to 
Earth, but space officials 
and experts said the risks 
posed by its crash were 
minimal because the toxic 
rocket fuel on board and 
most of the craft’s struc¬ 
ture would burn up in the 
atmosphere high above 
the ground an 5 ^ay.

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Stop killing your 
people: UN chief 

O Presence of observers in Syria has not put a stop to 
bloodshed O UN says 400 people have been killed in 
past three weeks, on top of 5,000 killed since March 


The UN chief demanded 
Sunday that S 3 nia’s presi¬ 
dent stop killing his own 
people and said the “old 
order” of one-man rule 
and family d 5 masties is 
over in the Middle East on 
a day when activists said 
27 people died. 

Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon, delivering the 
ke 5 mote address at a con¬ 
ference in Beirut on 
democracy in the Arab 
world, said the revolutions 
of the Arab Spring show 
people will no longer ac¬ 
cept t 5 n:anny. 

Ban has been highly crit¬ 
ical of the Assad govern¬ 
ment’s deadly crackdown 
on civilian protesters since 



the killings began — unlike 
the UN Security Council. 

That body is deeply di¬ 
vided. The U.S. and Euro¬ 
pean nations demand 
strong condemnation and 
possible sanctions against 
Assad, but Russia and Chi¬ 


na are opposed. 

Syria agreed last month 
to an Arab League plan 
that calls for a halt to the 
crackdown, the withdraw¬ 
al of heavy weaponry from 
cities and the release of all 
political prisoners. About 
200 Arab League observers 
are working in S 5 uia to ver¬ 
ify whether the govern¬ 
ment is abiding by its 
agreement to end the mili¬ 
tary crackdown on dissent. 

The U.S. and many in 
the S 5 n:ian opposition say 
killings have accelerated. 

“The killings still contin¬ 
ue and still there are people 
arrested,” said Arab League 
chief Nabil Elaraby in 
Bahrain, the associated press

French 
report 
clears rebel 
Tutsis 


Rwandan President Paul 
Kagame said Sunday he’s 
“not very excited” by a re¬ 
port released by a French 
commission that found 
the missile fire that 
brought down the Rwan¬ 
dan president’s plane in 
1994 and sparked the 
country’s genocide came 
from a military camp and 
not Tutsi rebels. 

The findings essentially 
clear several people close 
to Kagame, who was the 
leader of the Tutsi rebels at 
the time. French judges 
had filed preliminary 
charges against Kagame’s 
allies and were investigat¬ 
ing the incident because a 
French air crew was killed 
in the plane crash. 

Kagame said he takes is¬ 
sue with the idea that 
Rwanda or Africa should 
be judged by outsiders.

Spain’s judicial 
hero to stand trial 



► Spanish Judge Baltasar Garzon, once widely regarded as 
Spain’s most prominent magistrate, goes on trial Tuesday. 




He indicted late Chilean 
dictator Augusto Pinochet 
on genocide charges and 
became an instant hero to 
many around the world. A 
decade later he launched a 
similar crimes-against- 
humanity probe over 
atrocities by the right-wing 
victors of Spain’s Civil War. 

Now Judge Baltasar Gar¬ 
zon is finding himself in 
the dock. On Tuesday, Gar¬ 
zon goes on trial for al¬ 
legedly ordering illegal 
jailhouse wiretaps in a do¬ 
mestic corruption probe. 

A week later he appears 
in court to face charges he 
overstepped his authority 
in the Civil War case. 


Supporters say he’s the 
victim of a witch hunt by 
courthouse colleagues jeal¬ 
ous of his fame and of 
arch-conservatives angered 
by his attempt to revisit 
Spain’s war-time past. 

Whatever the motiva¬ 
tions, Spain’s once high¬ 
flying super sleuth may be 
about to crash and burn. 

Garzon doesn’t face jail 
time if convicted in either 
trial. But he can be re¬ 
moved from the bench for 
up to 20 years, which at his 
age — 56 — would in ef¬ 
fect end his career as an in¬ 
vestigating magistrate at 
the National Court.

There has been a lot of 
anxious waiting since the 
ship left Russia in mid-De¬ 
cember. It picked up diesel 
in South Korea before trav¬ 
elling to Dutch Harbor, 
Alaska, where it took on 
unleaded gasoline. Late 
Thursday, the vessels 
stopped offshore and be¬ 
gan planning the transfer. 

A fall storm prevented 
Nome from getting a fuel 
delivery by barge in No¬ 
vember. Without the Ren¬ 
da’s delivery, Nome’s 
supplies of diesel, gasoline 
and home heating fuel are 
expected to run out in 
March or April.

Comedian Stephen Colbert 
says he has launched an ex¬ 
ploratory committee into 
whether to run for presi¬ 
dent. Colbert appeared in 
character on a U.S. current- 
affairs show on Sunday to 
poke straight-faced, satiri¬ 
cal fun at the Republican 
presidential race. 

“It is a real exploratory 
committee ... finding out 
whether there is a hunger 
for a Stephen Colbert cam¬ 
paign right now,” Colbert 
told George Stephanopou- 
los on ABC’s This Week.

of donor. 

The notion comes at the 
same time as the federal 
government is poised to 
slash program spending to 


help attack the deficit. 

Imagine Canada, a 
group that advocates for 
the charitable sector, has 
noted that Canadians have 
been giving less — 24 per 
cent claiming donations 
on their credits in 2007 
versus 30 per cent in 1990. 

President Marcel 

Lauziere says the tax credit 
has been estimated to cost 
the federal government be¬ 
tween $10 and 40 milhon a 
year — a reasonable invest¬ 
ment for helping the sector. 

“It’s a message that 
we’re sending to Canadi¬ 
ans that eveiyone can be a 
philanthropist. You don’t 
need to be rich. Fifty dol¬ 
lars, $100, will make a dif¬ 
ference,” said Lauziere.

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Discover the tab-free 
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Recession or not? 
Canadians think so 


o Recession ended more than two years ago: Economists 
O Canadians unconvinced, as disposable incomes decline 


Is Canada in a recession? A 
majority of Canadians 
think so. But data and econ¬ 
omists say otherwise. 

The issue arose when 
pollster Michael Marzolini 
of Pollara reported to the 
Economic Club that 70 per 
cent of Canadians felt the R- 
word applied today, and a 
similar number thought 
the downturn would last at 
least another year. 

The finding was immedi¬ 
ately scoffed at by econo¬ 
mists and policy-makers. 
Except for a brief skid in 
the second quarter of 2011, 
the economy has been 
growing steadily since 
2009, they say. Hardly a day 
goes by when Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper and Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jim Flaherty 
don’t trumpet the fact that 


Canada has created more 
than 600,000 new jobs 
since the slump, much 
more than the 400,000 or 
so that were lost. 

The technical definition 
of recession is when real, 
inflation-adjusted gross do¬ 
mestic product falls in 
back-to-back quarters. That 
happened in the fourth 
quarter of 2008 and the 
first two quarters of 2009. 

But real GDP adjusts for 
inflation, not for popula¬ 
tion. Canada’s economic 
performance looks differ¬ 
ent when population 
growth — about one per 
cent a year — is factored 
out. By that measure, Cana¬ 
da’s per-capita GDP is still 
1.4 per cent below what it 
was prior to the recession. 

“To most people, real

The Alberta Average Weekly 
Earnings Index (AAWEl) is 
probably something most of 
us are not too familiar with, 
but we should be. 

Right now, city council is 
mulling over whether its members should 
take a pay increase in line with the AAWEl. 
The theoiy is that the salaries of city coun¬ 
cillors and the mayor should increase by 
the same amount as the average salaiy for 
Albertans. However, the 
important factor there is the word 
Albertans, not Edmontonians. 

The Government of Alberta’s weekly economic review 
shows AAWEl growth of 4.5 per cent from October 2010 
to October 2011. The estimated increase for the entire 
year is currently estimated at 5.35 per cent. However, that 
number is not a true picture of how much the average 
base salary has actually increased. 

If you look at the Statistics Canada information, you 
will notice that the AAWEl 



includes overtime earnings. 
Though things are better in 
Alberta than in other 
provinces, we are not seeing 
the kind of economic 
growth we experienced in 
2008 before the economy 
went into a tailspin. As a re¬ 
sult, employers are not hir¬ 
ing at the same rate. When 
that happens there tends to 
be much more overtime 
worked and that skews out 
the salary numbers. 

An increase in 
councillors’ salaries based 
on the estimated AAWEl for 
2011 would take their 
salaries to $87,955. That 
number doesn’t look too far 
out of line until you realize 
that about $29,000 of it is 

tax-free. Assuming a quite modest 22 per cent effective tax 
rate, a councillor’s real purchasing power would be equal 
to a salary of about $117,000. And that number doesn’t 
include the more than $6,000 they receive as a car 
allowance. So those of us who aren’t civic politicians have 
to make about $123,000 to achieve the purchasing power 
of our councillors. Alas, we would all have to be in the top 
five per cent of individual earners for that to be the case. 

The average family income for Edmonton for 2011 is es¬ 
timated at about $99,000. So there is a significant gap be¬ 
tween what the average family in the city makes and what 
a councillor makes. 1 believe that rather than t 5 dng salary 
increases for city councillors and the mayor to the AAWEl, 
it would be much fairer to tie increases to the rise in the 
average family income of Edmontonians. What do you 
think? Is your family income going up 5.35 per cent this 
year?

“If you have a white

“This does not solve the 
problem of global warm¬ 
ing,” Akbari stresses, “but 
it is a measure that it is ef¬ 
fective.

Creativity has long been 
heralded as the force that 
drives society forward, re¬ 
sponsible for life-saving 
medical breakthroughs and 
world-altering inventions 
like the lightbulb or the 
wheel. But a new study by a 
Harvard psychologist sug¬ 
gests this sought-after trait 
can come with a hefty price 
tag. 

In The Dark Side of Cre¬ 
ativity: Original Thinkers 
Can Be More Dishonest, co¬ 
author Francesca Gino says 
that creative thinkers are 
more likely to lie when 
faced with ethical dilem¬ 
mas. 

“Creativity increases 
what we call moral flexibili¬ 
ty, which is the ability for 
people to come up with 
reasons why cheating is 
morally OK,” said Gino. 

“Organizations tiy to do 
their best to foster creativi¬ 
ty in their employees and

society advances because of 
innovation, so the idea is to 
put a little bit more focus 
on ethics and making sure 
that when creativity is fos¬ 
tered or encouraged we are 
also careful in tiying to 
make sure that people are 
being ethical.” 

Gino, alongside Duke 
University’s Dan Ariely, 
evaluated subjects’ creativi¬ 
ty using a continuous meas¬ 
ure. The subjects were then 
asked to take a test in 


which they would be 
awarded more money if 
they answered certain ques¬ 
tions dishonestly. 

Using a total of five ex¬ 
periments, Gino and Ariely 
found that the more cre¬ 
ative the test-taker, the 
more likely he or she was to 
cheat. This is because cre¬ 
ative thinkers are better 
able to justify their dishon¬ 
esty, the study suggests. 

This held true not only 
when creativity was studied 
as a personality trait but al¬ 
so when responses were 
triggered by priming sub¬ 
jects to think creatively be¬ 
fore taking the test. 

“What we wanted to do 
with this paper is raise a 
red flag,” said Gino. “1 think 
we should be more aware 
of the risks and think about 
ways in which we can en¬ 
courage creativity but also 
keep ethics in check.”

Manning threw three 
touchdown passes and the 
Giants shocked the Pack¬ 
ers 37-20 in an NFC divi¬ 
sional playoff game 
Sunday. Manning threw 
for 330 yards, sending the 
Giants to San Francisco for 
the NFC championship 
game next Sunday night. 

The Packers might have 
been the reigning Super 
Bowl champs, but the Gi¬ 
ants might be the hottest 
team in the NFL.

Nicks’ biggest play was 
a 66-yard touchdown catch 
in the first quarter. His 
score at the end of the half 
came on a 37-yard pass in¬ 
to the end zone with de¬ 
fenders all around. 

“It was a big momen¬ 
tum play for them, but we 
were not deflated as a foot¬ 
ball team,” Packers coach 
Mike McCarthy said. 

The Giants defence also 
was able to defuse the big- 
play abilities of Aaron 
Rodgers and the Packers 
defence. 

Rodgers was 26-of-46 for 
264 yards, with two touch¬ 
downs and an intercep¬ 
tion.
